THURMONT, Maryland. — Jimmy Carter, 
Menahem Begin and Anwar Sadat were due 


to appear before dawn this morning in the 
East Room of the White House to make an 
announcement about the conclusion of the 
Camp David summit on Middle East peace. 


Earlier yesterday, with the Camp 
David summit in ita final hours, the 
summiteers were still battling. 
against cach other and against the 
clock, in 2 last-ditch effort to put as 
much substance as possible 
into the document that waa to 
emerge from the 12 days of 
deliberations. American officials 
seemed pleased to be able to report 
“some movement™ after lengthy 
meetings on Saturday between U.S. 
President Carter and Egyptian 
President Sadat {for four hours) and 
between Carter and Israel] Premier 
Begin (four and one-half hours). 
Israeli sourcea too seemed almost 
certain that some menaure of 
success for the summit had effec- 
lively been assured. . 

A high Egyptian summiteer, con- 
tacted late last night Israel time, 
was still being extremely cir- 
cumspect. The meetings stil! in 

ss, he said, would determine 
the summit's outcome. 

Observers here, wary now of the 
likely attempts by each of the parties 
to put as favourable (to themselves) 
glass as possible on the summit’s 
achievements, also preferred to 
withhold judgement until the con- 
eluding document (or documents) 
had been released. 

Last night Carter claseted himself 
yet again with Sadat for nearly two 
hours. This followed the shortest 
yet Carter-Begin meeting — six 
minutes long. from 3:27 to 3:33 p.m. 
as recorded by the White House 
press department. 

American sources said these clos- 
ing meetings would still be crucial in 
formulating key phrases in the stlll- 
unfinalized document. 

There was no official word, at this 
time of writing, as to whether Carter 
intended to convene with Sadat and 
Begin together, or to have the two of 
them meet alone before the summit 
ended.

On Saturday night Carter had sat 
with Begin from the moment the 
Sabbath ended, at about 8 p.m., until 
12:25 a.m. in ἃ marathon seasion at 
which, to knowledgeable 
sources, the president had been 
“‘businessiike."" 

Carter was fianked by Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance (who is a lawyer 
by training), and Begin had with him 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan and 
ex-Attorney-Genera! Aharon Barak. 
Barak has played a major role for 
Isracl in the final, drafting stages of 
the summit conference. 

Simultaneously with the Carter- 
Begin meeting Saturday night. 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman met 
alone with President Sadat.

Power sharing on West Bank

THURMONT. Maryland. — Presi-

While there were clear 
indications that Egyptian and Israeli 
positions have significantly harden- 
ed over this point in recent days, the 
sources saw this as a natural part of 
the closing phase of such important 
negotiations rather than as a sign 
that agreement was impossible. 


Diplomatic analysts assumed that 
Sadat is continuing to insist on a 
statement of broad principles that he 
could interpret as including an 
Israeli commitment now to return 
all of the territories occupied in the 
1967 war to Arab sovereignty even- 
tually. 

Begin, who has previously insisted 
on Israel's right to retain at least 
part of the West Bank, is believed te 
be resisting making such a commit- 
ment. The conflict {s reported to be 
obstructing efforts to make the 
three-way power-sharing a cen- 
treplece for a final agreement for the 
conference.

— Six convicts 
and a woman were still holding 
seven hostages at gunpoint in 
Nicosia's central jail last night more 
than 24 hours after a failed breakout 
attempt. Z 

Police identified the ringleader aa 
Vasyos Paviides, who master- 
minded last year’s kidnapping of 
Cyprus President 
Kyprianou's son Achilleas. 

A huge security cordon of national 
guardsmen with armoured cars and 
machineguns blocked all roads to the 
prison, 

Police have said nothing more 
about the siege since early yesterday 
morning and it was not known 
whether negotiations with the con- 
viets were continuing. 

Paviides and the other prisoners 
seized three policemen and four 
guerds on Saturday night after his 
fiance, Androula Neocleous, smuggl- 
ed in a pistol and then remained in 
the jail, police said. 

The government said Pavlides 
tried to escape with the other 
prisoners after receiving the pistol. 
Shooting broke out and a police of- 
ficer was slightly wounded. 

The government rejected the con- 
victs' original demand for safe con- 
duct out of Cyprus and it was not 
known whether they had made fresh

Iranian parliament

— Parliament 
endorsed six months of martial law 
yesterday, but authorities cut the 
nightly curfew by 90 minutes and a 
government spokesman said Iran 
was returning to normal.

‘The declaration issued in the name 
of Prime Minister Ja'afer Sharif- 
Emami last Friday put an end to 
months of demonstrations and riots 
that had threatened to topple the 
Shah's 38-year-old regime. 

Pressed to explain the expulsion of

The 
multi-million dollar question is 
whether British Alrways will buy the 
European consortlum-built, Airbus 
or stick to its guns and the narrow 
body Boeing 757 it has already vole- 
ed jts preference for. 

‘The decision may eclipse all other 
news at Farnborough this year and 
there's more to it than merely the 
question of whether short to medium 
range British Airways passengers 
will fy on Boeings or Airbuses. 

It so happens that the British are 
subcontractors to the Spanish: Ger- 
man/Dutch;French alrbus concern 
and are building the plane’s wings. 
‘They, therefore, want to become 
share partners. 

The consortium is willing — 
provided there's a tit for a tat 
arrangement, i.¢., if the British 
Government can bludgeon its 
national airline executive into buy- 
ing the new 200-seat A 310, which will 
be about one third smaller than the A 
200 already fiying. 

Compounding matters is the fact 
that Rolls Royce is toying with 2 
scaled-down version of its RB 211 
engine, which is now powering 
Lockheed's L-1011 trijet. Lockheed is 
in competition with the Airbus A 200, 
and the scaled-down engine may be 
used on the Boeing 757 — which is 
already flying. 


WHETHER OR NOT E) A) will wind 
up buying Alrbuses +A 30038) or 
Lockheeds is, at this point, still 
anybody‘s guess. Daniel Krook, the 
Dutch senlor vice-president of Air- 
bus (Commerce) did, however. have 
some flattering things to say abaut 
our flag carrier. In an interview with 
The Jcrusalem Post here \ast week, 
Krook said that there had already 
been protracted talks with senior (El 
Al) officials.

Does halacha have an 
answer? 

The robot is programmed to utter 
one sentence to the police or fire 
brigade, asking them to come and

giving them the address. But 
whenever I ring up the police they 
Tequire such a Jong explanation and 
are so incoherent themselves that a 
robot would not be able to cope. 

The firm in New Jersey that 
produces the robots has another that 
does sentry duty and actually runs 
after a person who breaka in. Would 
they be any good against terrc rists? 
This, In an Israeli context, is not 
really funny. 

Neither is it funny to hear that the 
firm's robots are used in America in 
homes for the retarded and mental 
homes. For what? If you please, for 
holding therapy sessions, for which 
they are programmed. But therapy 
sessions depend on rapport, retort, 
intuition and imagination, not 
mathematical logic. And surely 
mentally sick people require per- 
sonal contact, love and support to 

them back to balance. Without 
personai contact, we are al) robots, 
and surely a robot therapist would 
only aggravate the mental! illness, 
which is often caused by failure in 
human factors in the personality.

THOUSANDS of middle-eged Jews 
all over the free worid, including 
Israel, will feel somewhat orphaned 
when learning that Mrs. G. Wijs- 
Muller, or “Aunt Truus," as ashe 
was generally known, dled in 
Amsterdam on August 30, at the age 

of &2. 

Τὶ was Mrs. Wijsmuiller who, from 
the Kristalinacht in November 1988 
until May 1940 when Holland was in- 
vaded by Germany, brought 
thousands of Jewish children from 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and 
Austria, to Holland. 

From Holland, in cooperation 
hetween the Dutch Jewish Refugee 
Committee and the Central British 
Fund for German Jewry, most of. 
these children were then taken to 
England, which saved their lives a, 
second time. 

Mrs. Wijsmuiler escorted these 
children on their long and emotional 
railway journey away from their 
parents, comforting them and in-_ 


structing them how to act in an 
emergency. Shi often displayed very. 


how she got permission from Adolf 
Eichmann in January 1939 to take 
600 Jewish children out of Vienna, 
provided she could assemble them in 
five days’ time, 

The late Prof. Norman Bentwich- 
in London had received the promise 
of the British Government that it 
would take in 10,000 Jewish chiidren 
from Germany, Austria and 

‘ Czechoslovakia. The problem was 
how to get them out. Mra. Wijs- 
muller travelled to Vienna and, 
always a woman who stopped at 
nothing, dared to go to see Richmann 
himself, who then resided in the 
Rothschild Palace. After convincing 
himself that she was purely Aryan, 
and telling her that she must be com- 
pletely mad, he gave her permission 
to take 600 Jewish children with her 
immediately. : 
HER FREQUENT trips to Germany 
and Austria came to an end in 
September 1939 when World War IT 
broke out. Though Holland remained 
neutral at the time, the frontier with 
Germany waa ciosed. Mrs. Wijs- 


muller, however, at the very last 


‘moment, still managed to get 180 


pupils of an ORT schoo! in Cleve, 
Germany, just across the Dutch 
border, and from there straight on to 
Hook van Holland. where they could 
catch the very last boat to England. 

Eiven bolder was her action in May 
1940, when Holland was invaded. On 
the day of the invasion, May 10, Mra. 
Wijsmuller happened to be in Paris, 
where she had just accompanied a 
Jewish child who was to join his 
parents in South America. She im- 
Mediately set out for brane 
right through the fighting lines, 
ctontually seached it on May 14, the 
day of the capitulation. Her first call 
was at an orphanage where 80 
Jewish refugee children were tem- 
porarily housed. She was deter- 
mined to get them out before it was 
too late, and against incredible odds, 
succeeded. 


DURING the war, and long befare 
the actual resistance movement 
came into being, she continued to do 


whatever she could, helping Jews to 
escape, the sending of 
food parcels, working for the Red 
Cross. A woman of indomitable 
energy and self-assured to the point 
of being insolent, no problem was 
ever too much for her. 

After the war, she continued to. 
work for Jewish causes, though most 
of it could now be left to the Jewa 
themselves again. But she was still 
active for many years with ORT. 

Until 1966 when she had to retire at 
70, she was an Amsterdam 
municipal councillor for the Liheral 
Party, and as such was one of the 
most active Amsterdam had ever 
had. Outside her official tasks she 
was active for many other di 
causes, not only in Amsterdam, but 
also in Surinam. Many of these tasks 
she continued after reaching the age 
of seventy, and even started several 
Dew ones, even until her last year. 

Her character may perhaps’ best 
be described by the title of her 
autoblogra: which she publis! 
in 1962: “No Time for Teara." Ac- 
tually she was easily moved to tears, 
but she thought.she did not have the 
right to yield to this luxury, and 
should rather act to remove the 
source of those tears.

They chose Eflat. Dagan worked for 
seven years as an inspector for the 
Ministry of Housing.

Dagan's first job was bullding an 
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addition to the Eilat post office. But 
full of initiative and imagination, he 
introduced to Eilat the “igloos.”

far twa cars. 

Prices per villa will range from 
1L1.5m. to IL2m. according to size. 
Estimated building time is 18 
months, {ram registration, at which 
the purchaser will have to pay 25 per 
cent of the full price, paying the 
balance by completion time. Uniink- 
ed bank mortgages of up te 40 per 
eent are available and all the 
government credits due to residents 
of Eilat apply to these villas. Foreign 
buyers will be able to receive dollar- 
Enked mortgages for ten years. 

Perhaps of more interest to 
forcign buyers. however, especially 
those from Europe, are the 150 vaca- 
tion apartment units. Built around a 
swimming pool, these will measure 
58 sq. m.. each having ἃ smali en- 
trance hall, double bedroom, living 
room, dining corner and kitchenette. 
All flats will be fully furnished. Each 
wil have an adjoining room which 
will be used aa part of a 150-room 
hotel. but can be rented and joined to 
the apartment when the owners 
have guests staying with them 

The idea of the hotel stems from 
the necessity of providing a 
maintenance company for the 
apartments when the owners are 
away. The company will also be able 
ta rent the apartments for the 
owners, if they so wish. Instead of 
rent. however, owners of the vaca- 
tinn apartments will become 
Members of the Amdar Holiday 
Club. This will entitle them to the use 
of all the sports facilities, a sailing 
club, sauna and health club and even 
free flights on Arkia toland airlines 
when they come to Eliat. The holiday 
Apartments are priced at $40,000. 
The {rea has proved so appealing to 
foreign buyers that the Anglo-Saxon 
real estate company has opened ἃ 
branch in Eilat especially to handle 
the Amdar project.

— Matual funds play an 
important role on the local invest- 
ment scene. At the outset of the 
current fiscal year the total assets of 
all mutua) funds stood at 11.16.30. 
The main advantages of Investment

In the period under review the 
growth in assets of all funds was 53.4 
per cent. Since in the same pericd 
the cost-of-living index rose by 49.6 
per cent the real growth in assets 
was only 2.5 per cent.

Hapoalim's Adif was in se- 
cond place, with a gain of 50.2 per 
cent, while Discount’s Brosh took 
third place with an advance of 49 per 
cent. 

Bedolach is medium in size es far 
a3 mutual funds are concerned and 
on April 1, 1978 showed total assets of 
1L170.8m. The winning investment 
mix was made up of 63 per cent in 
shares and 35 per cent in index- 
linked bonds, the balance being held 
in liquid funds. 

At the outset of the year Bedolach 
managers had an almost even 
spread between bonds and shares, 
but as the year progressed more 
funds wére switched into the share 
market.

Prof. Gedelia Shelef of the 
Technion's Environment Engineer- 
ing and Water Resources Centre, hes 
during the past ten years combined a 
system of waste water treatment 
with the help of algae, by reclaiming 
and drying them for use as animal 
feed, mainty for cattle, chickens and 
fish. The research he conducts Is

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Time to end teachers’ strike 


fr IS EVIDENTLY an iron law of public affairs in this country 
that no problem can ever be tackled seriously before it has 
ripened into a crisis. The teachers’ strike is fresh proof that this 
rule is not affected by any change of government. 

The teachers presented their demands back in February. 
They based them, in large measure, on the steady erosion of 
their salaries, in absolute as well as relative terms. This claim 
is not now contested, not even by the Treasury. It is clear that a 
unique wage structure, combined with continued high inflation, 
has left the teachers considerably behind compared to most 
public employees. 

The arguments against the teachers are of a different kind, 
and they range from the silly to the malicious. 

Thus it is suggested that the teachers work only during their 
24 to 30 hours in the classrooms. This is patently absurd. True, 
the field of education has its share of malingerers. But the 
members of few professions are subject to a more rigorous daily 
test of performance than the teachers. 

It is also proposed that because many teachers, especially 
women, are second providers, the wages they receive are 
somehow unimportant. Wages are a reward for effort invested 
over time, not a charitable contribution to family income. 

Again, an accusatory finger is pointed at the teachers because 
some of them tend to moonlight, mainly by giving private 
lessons. This is a rather odd sort of attitude. Teachers are paid 
niggardly salaries, and then they are blamed for the efforts of 
some among them to supplement their income from other 
sources. 

Indeed, there are some people in glasshouses who even cast 
stones on the teachers for going on strike as a means of forcing 
their demands on the attention of the government. 

From February till the small hours of September 11 the 
government did next to nothing to prevent the strike. Like all 
opening positions, the initial demands of-the teachers were of 
course unacceptable. But that was no reason for virtually ignor- 
ing them over a period of six long months. 

if there now seems to be hope for an early settlement, it is not 
because the government has learnt its lesson. It has been sen- 
ding to the negotiating table a high official — Civil Service Com- 
missioner Avraham Friedman — with no authority to sign 
agreements. It has tacitly accepted the mediation of Rehavia 
Ofek, the deputy chief of the Histadrut's trade union depart- 
ment, but apparently only so long as he is helping to whittle 
down the teachers’ demands. Ρ 

The government keeps arguing that, if it gives in to the 

. teachers, it will break the 15 per cent wage barrier all along the 
line. To make this claim is not merely to acknowledge the ex- 
istence of wage-linkage, but to give it officla] sanction. 

Since it is conceded that the teachers present a special case, 
they deserve to have their demands negotiated on their own 
merits. " 

According to the Treasury, it cannot afford to pay the 
teachers even what the Histadrut has proposed by way of com- 
promise. Each additional per cent of teachers’ wages, Dr. 
Friedman says, will cost IL80m. a year. But what we can or can- 
not afford to spend on our school system — and that includes a 
decent wage for teachers — depends on how we allocate our in- 
come between private and public consumption. In other words, 
it depends on how much taxes are collected. 

Week by week, the 15 per cent dike against wage demands ig 
in greater danger of crumbling. By asking the Histadrut to 
mediate the dispute, while insinuating that the strike is 
politically motivated — and by seeking Histadrut endorsement 
for a wage policy {t cannot itself enforce — the government does 
not enhance its credibinty in the eyes of the working people. 

With a little goodwill and common sense, the government 
could put an end to the teachers’ strike within a day or two. 
Even so, this will remain an object lesson in how not to handle 

an employment conflict in the public sector.

OPPONENTS of Israeli commercial 
TV need to press for only one thing to 
dissuade everyone of the idea of ads 
on the screen: to broadcast 
“Holocaust? as American viewers 
saw it earlier this year. Each two- 
hour segment of the moving flim was 
interrupted by about 20 commercial 
messages — from room deodorant 
and dog food to fancy cars and cheap 
flights to Europe. Journalists who 
watched a press preview of the un- 
edited tape in Jerusalem were 
sickened by the juxtaposition of the 
American hard sell and the suffering 
of the Jews. A few ads from the local 
NBC newsroom even tried to attract 
viewers with headlines about 
murders in New Jersey. ‘“Tune in to 
the evening news,"" urged a boyish- 
looking newscaster. as 
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By MOSHE KOHN 
THE QUESTION that Jews have 
been in the habit of asking about the 
Holocaust is: Why did we go aa sheep 
tu the slaughter? 

Now. in the light of the television 
film on the subject (two instalments 
have been screened here at this 
writing). the much more relevant 
question arises again: Why did the 
Germans go 845 sheep to the 
slaughter — i.e., to commit that 
systematic slaughter of the Jews? 

In the first instance the Holocaust 
was not perpetrated by an unthink- 
ing, rampaging mob, and it was 
never directed by the mob. The 
planners, directors and executors in- 
cluded many Schiller-quoting, 
Mozart-humming white-collar 
professionals and what the West 
calls intellectuals, even “idealists,” 
as a large number of them 
characterized themselves ,at their 
trials and in their autobiographies. 
How did ostensibly cultured and 
presumably self-conscious people 
become so easily transformed into 
Hitlerian golema? 

The film's producers were 
therefore on the mark in leaving 
Hitler and Himmler so far in the 
background and concentrating on 
the ‘banal’ Germans without whose 
cooperation the Holocaust could not 
have been implemented. 

The American-made film refers to 
some of the many explanations of the 
German people’s behaviour that 
have been offered by various ‘‘ex- 


perts.’" I don't know which explana. ἢ 


tion or combination of explanations 
is correct. Here I wish only to pose 
the question again, not to discuss the 
answer. For unless the Germans — 
and the rest of the world — fully face 
up to this question, we shal! have 
learned nothing from the Holocaust 
except that systematic genocide is, 
indeed, a “‘banal"’ and acceptable 
possibility. 

As for the ‘sheep to the slaughter” 
question — the film distorts the issue 
somewhat. But I think that the Jews 
have confronted it squarely and have 
largely succeeded in refuting the 
allegation and proving that it is an 
obscene question.

Sir, — In his article on the Knesset 
vate liberalizing the method of gran- 
ting religious women exemption 
from military service, Yosef Goell 
(Jerusalem Post, July 20) distorted 
pertinent facts and engaged in some 
highly questionable gene: ὦ 

The Aguda is not “opposed to 
military service for its men."" Ex- 
emptions are granted to yeshiva 
students only, leaving thousands of 
“Aguda men" serving with distinc- 
tion in-Zahal. 


The yeshiva exemptions are not & 
concession wrangied out of the 
government by the ‘essentially 
parasitic’ Agudaz. It is long standing 
policy among all Western 
democracies to grant exemption 
from military service to all divinity 
students, regardless of their 
denomination. Why should the 
yeshiva student in Israel be 
characterized any differently? 

Goell says the Aguda views 
women’s army service as “‘tan- 
tamount to entry into a life of 
prostitution, and...therefore to be 
fought tooth and nail." —~ 


True, but this is not solely the 
Aguda’s contention. ‘‘Ha’aretz's” 
military correspondent, Zeev Schiff, 
writes in his “History of the Israeli 
Army": “Entering the Army at 18, 
for most young women, means their 
rst experience away from home 
and their first introductions to sex- 
ual Iintercourse...It is widely believ- 
ed that most women come of age sex- 
ually at some time during their 
mallitary service” (p.124). 

Is jt outlandish for Aguda to ask 
protection from potential promiscui- 
ty for their daughters — or for any 
tradition-minded girls? No other 
Western democracy has ever 
drafted women into its army, no 
matter how extreme the national 
emergency. 

Beyond this, Goell sees the exemp- 
tion struggle as one that transcends 
the issue of women's conscription to 
“another battle In the continuing 
war to determine the nature of 
Israeli society...between orthodox, 
traditional, and secular. The aiter- 
native (to stemming the Aguda tide) 
is a return to the alien galut 
orthodoxy of Eastern Europe." 

Total distortion! Agudat Yisrael is 
not imposing its wili or its mode of 
life on those committed to a secular 
life-style. Especially in this par- 
tcular battle, its efforts have cen- 
tred on pre. its own religion- 
based morality in the face of a con- 
tinued onslaught against its time- 
honoured values.

Sir, — In view of the cor- 
respondence in these columns con- 
cerning the difficulties of intensive 
care at Hadassah, I feel it should'be 
pointed out that we-can still achieve 
excellent results. 

Just over a year ago we opened the 
first newborn intensive care unit for 
premature infants in Jerusalem to 
serve both branches of Hadassah 
and any other hospital wishing to use 

"ἔπε facility. In the first year-of opera- 
tlon we achieved survival figures as 
good as in the best centres in the 
world. : 

These excellent results have been 
achieved with a 2:5 ratio of nurses to 
babies during the day and 1:5 at 
night, as compared with a 1:2 ratio 
at all hours in virtually all newborn 
intensive care units abroad. 

About 30 per cent of our nurses are 
from Israel! and 70 per cent are from 
abroad, and our results are largely 
due to their extraordinary diligence. 
and hard work well beyond the call 
of duty. We are especially grateful to 
our non-Jewish nurses from abroad 
for helping us build this unit. 

The solution to the nursing 
problems of Hadassah and other 
hospitals in Israel is not to sen- 
sationalize the difficulties or to 
accept lower standards of intensive 


episode. First of all, it came after 
more than 2,000 years of knife- 
sharpening in Europe,. begun by 
some Greek and Roman 
philosophers and historians, refined 
by quite 2 few theologians, Church 
leaders, statesmen, philosophers 
and historians throughout Christen . 
dom, and honed to razor-sharpness 
by leading German theologians, 
philosphers, historians, sociologists. 

Secondly, to this day, more than 88 
years after the Holocaust, statesmen

The anti-Armenianism that 
spawned the Armenian holocaust 
was a passing episode.
